The fight followed the aquittal by Judge

Bystanders aided the police in quelling 
the fight and all the combatants were 
hurried across the street to the City Dis- 
pensary, whence Schnajider was hastily 
forwarded to the City Hospital. After 
having their fingers and faces bandaged, 
the others were sent to the holdover at 
the Four Courts.

WAS IN LOVE WITH HER 


WOMAN TOLD POLICE HE HAD 
ASKED HER TO LEAVE 
HUSBAND. 


Fred Bockius, a young man who i'ved at 
Spring and Cottage avenues, committed sui- 
cide in a buggy on Morgan street this 
morning while riding with a married wom- 
an, with whom he is said to be desperately 


in love. 

Mrs. Matthew Sandifer of 2707 Morgan 
street, his companion, screamed and made 
a hysterical scene when Bockius swallowed 


half a bottle of carbolic acid. 

Policemen McKee and Keuhmer _ took 
Bockius from the buggy and called an am- 
bulance. The man died on the way to the 


City Hospital. 
Mrs. Sandifer was taken to the Ninth dis- 
trict police station, where she told the po- 


lice that Bockius had killed himself, she 
believed, becauge she had refuged to de- 
sert her husband and go with him. 

For a long time, Mrs. Sandifer said, 
Bockius had been in love with her, and 
he had been importuning her to leave her 
husbaiid, who is employed by the Wagner 
Electro-Plate Co. 

Last night, according to her story, Mrs. 
Sandifer met Bockius by appointment at 
Bollman’s livery stable, 29%1 Baston ave- 
nue, and together they went to Cooney’s 
saloon-at Grand and Faston avenues, 
where they sat at a table drinking. 


THREATENED TO END LIFE. 

Mrs. Sandifer said that Bockius repeatea 
his plea that she leave her husband for 
him, and that upon her refugal he took out 
a revolver and threatened to kil) himse!f. 
She grappled with him and preventeg him 
from shooting. The bartender then eject- 
ed the couple. 
This morning, Mrs. Sandifer said, she 
started out for a drive in her own buggy 
and was met by Bocklus a few yards 
from her home. 

Bockius said he wou!d take a ride with 
her and climbed Into the buggy. He had 
ridden but a short distance when, at Lef- 
fingwell avenue and street, he 
drew the bottle of carbolic acid from his 
pocket and drank half its contents.

ARTICLE WRITTEN {IN 1900 


BUT PUBLISHED FIRST TODAY BY 
A LONDON PAPER. 


“Altogether,” He Says in Conclusion, 
“There. Are Few Harder Tasks 
Than That of Filling Well 
and Ably the Office.” 


LONDON, Oct. 8%.—The London Post 
prints this morning an article on “The 
Presidency of the United States,’’ written 
by President Roosevelt in 1900, while he 
was governor of New York and a few 
wee before he was nominated by the 
Reptblicans for the vice-presidency. 

The article is two and a: half columns 
long. Concerning it, the Post says editor- 
lally: 

“The article will be widely read in this 
country, where the writer’s influence is 
unique. No previous holder of. the office 
of President of the United States has 60 
completely commanded respect as this ro- 
bust specimen of American manhood.”’ 

Excerpts from the article are as follows: 

“The President of the United States oc- 
cuples a position of peculiar importance. 
In the whole world there is no, other ruler, 
certainly no other ruler under free insti- 
tutions, whose power compares with his. 

“Of course, there is Rhe enormous péer- 
sonul factor of the incumbent himself to’ be 
considered, entire.y gees from the power 
of the office itself. This is merely another 
way of stating that in any office the per- 
sonal question is always of vital conse- 
quence. 

“The senators are the constitutional ad- 
visers of the President. The secretaries 
who form the cabinet advise him on mat- 
ters of general policy when he so desires 
it. With the senate the advance and con- 
sultation are obligatory under the consti- 
tution. 

“The Senate has no right to dictate to 
the President who shall be appointed, bu’ 
they have the entire right to say who sha!l 
not be appointed, for, under the constitu- 
tion, this has been made their duty. 

“Although many. men must share with the 


| President the responsibility, there is upon 


him always a heavy burden of responsi- 
bility. It is easy — to give a bad 
administration, but to _ a good admin- 
istration demands t 

en ht, not less than very unusual powers 
of mind. 

“There is every reason why the President 
should be held to a sharp accountability 
— for what he does and for what he 


ents who have acted 
weakly or unwisely in particular crises, but 
we have never had one concerning whose 
personal integrity there was so much as a 
shadow of suspicion. 

“Appointments and policies which are 
normally routine and unimportant may sud- 
denly become of absolutely vital conse- 
quence. 

“The waf department was utterly neg- 
lected for over 30 years after the civil 


war. 

“Neither the regular officer nor the regu- 
lar soldier takes any part in litics as a 
rule, so that the demagogue and bread-and- 
butter liticilan have no fear of his vo e, 
and to both of them, and also to the cheap 
sensational newspaper, the army offers a 
favorite subject for attack. So it often 
happens that some amiable people really 
ge: a little afraid of the army, and have 
some idea that it may be used some time 
or other against our liberties. The army 
never has been, and, I am sure, it never 
will be or can be, a menace to anybody 
save America’s foe, or aught but a source 
of pride to every good and far-sighted 
American. 

‘When an emergency like that caused by 
the Spanish war arises the secre ary of war 
becomes the most important officer in the 
cabinet. . 

‘‘A* -vether, there are few harder tasks 
than that of filing well and ably the office 
of President of he United States. But if 
the man at the close of his terms is able to 
fee] that he has done his duty well. he has 
the satiefaction of feeling that he has per- 
formed one of the great world tasks. and 
that the mere performance is in itself the 
greatest of all possible rewards."

"|POOR ONES FOR THE OTHERS 


‘|STANDING OF THE REPUBLICAN 
CANDIDATES IS REVERSED. 


The Tickets Are Characterized 
Throughout by Two Extremes in 
the Personnel of Both 
Parties. 


Two extremes meet in the personnel of 
candidates put on for public office by the 
Republican and Democratic organizations 
of St. Louis. 

One typifies the worst, the other the best 
élement in St. Louls politics. 

The election to be held Tuesday, Nov. 4, 
will decide which shall be victorious. 

An analysis of the situation shows that 
in many instances th the Republicans 
and Democrats have surrendered to vicious 
influences and men whose records are no- 
toriously bad are seeking the suffrage of 
the voters. 

Again, others who may plead clean hands 
suffer the odium of having been put for- 
ward by the political bosses. 

Still a third element, such as aspirants 
for legislative honors, stand for special 
selfish interests. 

Ziegenheinism and Butlerism are dyed on 
both tickets. Six and possibly seven of the 
Republican nominees for the more import- 
ant offices are the accepted representatives 
of the old Ziegenhein gang. 

Politicians have never doubted the fealty 
of Judge William Zachrité, Judge George B. 
Sidener, Louis F. Zepp, Henry A. Clover, 
Jr., and Fred H. Smith. 

Zachritz is making the race for re-elec- 
tion as circuit judge. 

He has always stood well with the 
“boys,”’ and it is generally understood that 
a Democratic vote for Zachritz will mean 
a Republican vote for James J. Butler, the 
Democratic congressional candidate in the 
Twelfth district. 

THE “HOODLUM” ELEMENT. 

In fact, the impression is general among 
politicians that with a certain following— 
frequently referred to as the ‘hoodlum ele- 
ment’’—there will be little partisan distinc- 
tion shown between Zachritz and Butler. 
The two have always been friends.

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Fanatical Donkhobor Sect 
Starts on Great Crusade, 


ARMY MARCHES TO CONQUEST 


CANADIAN OFFICERS WORRIED 
BY ITS IMPROVIDENT ZEAL. 


Sixteen Hundred Men, Women and 
Children, Without Provisions and 
Thinly Clad, Are in Quest 
of the ‘‘New Life.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 29.—The 
Doukhobor army, which marched into 
Yorkton Tuesday night 1600 strong, has 
started for Winnipeg, followed by the 
mounted police, who are striving to per- 
suade the leaders to turn back to their 
villages. 

After a night spent in meditation, prayer 
and plaintive chanting, which could be 
heard throughout Yorkton, the leaders an- 
nounced that the Lord had told them to 
proceed to Winnipeg on their mission to 
“look for Jesus’’ and evangelize the world. 

The women and children accompanying 
the army were left at Yorkton, while the 
men continued to march. 

Officials are convinced that the rank and 
file of the Doukhobor army are sincere in 
their religious frenzy, but the Impression 
is gaining strength that the leaders are 
utilizing the movement to bring pressure 
on the government to have the Doukhobors 


transferred to a new location in British 
Columbia. 

The immigration officials have been nv- 
tified that another army of 400 Doukhobors 
is on the march, and that 600 more are 
preparing to desert their villages and 
farms. 

The condition of the aimy now between 
Yorktoun u: 4d this city is pitiful in the ex 
treme. Narly all of the Doukhobors are 
scantily clad and not a few are varefooted. 
The hardships suffered on the march werc 
fearful. 

More than half of the army is composed 
of women and ohildren. Sev ral bi ths 
have occurred since the army started, and 
_ child died after the arrival at York- 
on. 

ceaptte the rigors of the long march. the 
Doukhobors did not depart from their vegz- 
étarian diet, and their abstinence frim the 
use of meat has tried their streng.h se- 
verely. 

The leaders apparently have no definite 

urpose, declaring, with simpie faith. their 

ope to find the ‘“‘new life’’ and w.n con- 
verts to their cause. 

The leader of the army is George Verin- 
gen, a brother of Peter Verngen, whom 
the Doukhobors venerate as a sa'nt. He 
has been an exile in Siberia for years but, 
before his exile, he exercised a controlling 
influence over the Doukhobors in Russ‘a. 

The armv is encamped on a hill, a short 
‘distance from Yorkton, and the women 
are engaged in devot'onal exercises, sing- 
ing and read'ng the scriptures. 

Government officials are providing food 
for the women and ch'ldren. 

The men were to'd that whatever meas- 
ures were adopted by the government were 
actuated by kindness and that iE 
hobors could not be permit! es toy aaa 
about the country in such lsrve bodes ~ 

They have at no time d'spleved a spfrit 
of violence, order and decorum being al- 
ways obererved.

AGAINST DR. BOYD 


Circular Claims That He 
Used Others’ Sermons. 


PREACHER REFUSES TO PLEAD 


DECLARES THAT HE IS NOT RUN- 
NING FOR OFFICE. 


The Same Circular Asks What’s the 
Difference Between Stealing a 
Horse and a Speech— 
Eulogy of Sidener 
Satirized. 


In response to Rev. W. W. Boyd's charge 
that local Democrats intend to steal next 
week's election, a circular has made its ap- 
pearance, in which Dr. Boyd is charged 
with plagiarism parts of sermons and mem- 
orial discourses 20 years ago. 

No name is signed to the circular, which 
made its appearance the day after Harry 
B. Hawes had publicly denounced Dr. Boyd 
for the part he is taking in the campaign. 

Dr. Boyd, in a speech Monday night, con- 
nected Mr. Hawes’ name with an alleged 
plot to win at the coming election through 
fradulent registration. 

The circular, of which 50,000 copies have 
been printed, charges the pastor of the 
Second Baptist Church with having pla- 
giarized from the writings of Edward Ev- 
erett, Rev. F. W. Robertson and Henry 
Ward Beecher. 


Dr. Boyd Says He’s 

Not Running for Office. 

Dr. Boyd's reply is that he is not a can- 
didate for office, and that he will not be 
drawn into a personal controversy. 

The circular sets forth the charge that 
Dr. Boyd, in 1881, delivered a Garfield me- 
morial address which contained passages 
Strikingly like seme found in Everett's 
speech on Daniel Webster, 22 years before. 
Charges of “unconscious cerebration’’ in 
uther cases are also made, and newspa- 
ber comments at the time of the Garfield 
incident are’ quoted. 

The circular is headed with the query: 


“What is the difference between steal- 
ing @ horse and stealing a speech?”

Letters, Said to Have Been Written by 
Mrs. McKee to Larimore, Though 
Unsigned by Her, Held 
as Evidence.

QUINCY, LIL, Oct. 30.—A new line of in- 
vestigation in the Larimore murder mys- 
tery was cpened today by State’s Attorney 
Clay Crewdson and City Detectives Robert 
F'unster and George Cook. 

The three officers departed early this 
morning for Plainville, 19 miles southeast 
of this city, where Fred lLarimore was 
murdered from ambush one week ago to- 
night. 

They still hold to the theory on which 
Millard F. Lester, a wealthy farmer living 
near Plainville, was arrested two days after 
the murder, 

Thetr present search is for further evi- 
dence and for a possible accomplice. 

Jealousy is the motive which, the officers 
hold, might have actuated an accomplice 
to the actual commission of the crime of 
which Lester is now accused. 

Mrs. Lura McKee, Lester's daughter, 
whose name has been brought into the case 
by the discovery of, letters to Larimore, 
supposed to have been written by her, is 
now at her father’s home. Miss Daisy Mc- 
Kee, her sister-in-law and her father’s 
ward, is also at the Lester home. 

Larim»re, who, in spite of his engagement 
to a young woman in the next county, was 
a neighborhood gallant, is sald to have 
been attentive at times to Miss McKee. The 
young woman’s guardian had definite plans 
for her future, it is said, and was Irritated 
by Larimore’s apparent interference. 

A young man living in an adjoining, town- 
ship is said to have shared this feeling 
of resentment. 


WHERE IS THE RIFLE? 

The failure of searching parties to find 
the rifla with which the murder was com- 
mitted has baffled the state’s officers in 
their @ffort to complete a chain of circum- 
stantial evidence. The smallness of the 
gun's caliber, as indicated by the bullet, a 
No. 22, has been a chief argument in Lés- 
ter’s behalf by his friends in Plainville. 

It has not been shown thus far that Lester 
ever possessed a 22-caliber weapon. His 
friends say that he never owned or used 
one. 

Lester and the members of his household 
refuse to make hny statement regarding the 
charge against him. He is at liberty un- 
der $10,000 bond, and his preliminary hear- 
ing will occur next Wednesday. 

It is anticipated that Lester will offer evi- 


dence to prove an alibi. His lawyers in- 
tend to show that he was in bed at his 
home, one and one-half miles from Flain- 
ville, at 9 o’clock Thursday night, only a 
few minutes after the supposed time of the 
aJisagssination.

At first glance the detectives took it for 
a plain case of burglary by cracksmen who 
didn’t fear to enter the lonely room where 
the dead woman lay awaiting her burial. 

But men bold enough to do this, they 
said, would have made off with their plun- 
der, but search showed nothing was miss- 
ing. Some deeds and Miss Carter's will 
were not there, but this was no proof that 
she had kept them at home. 

Perhaps it was some inquisitive busy- 
body who was rummaging around and was 
frightened off. Perhaps, too, it might have 
been a burglar who fled when he caught 
sight of the corpse. One of the windows 
had been forced with a jimmy, which was. 
left behind, and there are prints of muddy 
feet on the roof. Several desks were broken 
open and their contents thrown on the 


floor. 

Two relatives of the lonely spinster have 
arrived to take charge of the body, Miss 
Carter’s sister, Mrs. George W. D. Naugle, 
and her husband, of Quincy, lll., and Wm. 
Carter, a cousin, of Unionport, N. Y. Both 
were wholly mystified. 

Miss Carter dled of heart failure. and 
was found in her bed by Mrs. Helen Soden, 
a neighbor who helped with the house- 
work. 

Mr. Carter said that his cousin was one 
of the best designers in the country, and 
had an income of $3.000 a year. She had 
saved, he said, about $50,000. She had

starch into alcohol. That this modern fuel can compete with 
wood and coal successfully is one of the wonders of our day. It 
means much for the future. 

As long as we have an abundance of coal, wood and petroleum 
in this country, it is hardly likely that we shall follow France in 
the use of alcohol. But the fact that the modern chemist can 
extract this combustible material out of cornstalks and all sorts

WILL FIGHT IMMORAL PLAYS 


Actor’s Church Alliance of America 
Has Begun a Campaign Against 
the Degenerate Drama. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Members of the 
Church Club have become affiliated with 
the Actors’ Church Alliance of America at 
a joint meeting in this city. Heretofore 
the membership for the Alliance has in- 
cluded only theatrical folk and celrgymen. 

The members of the Church Club, who 
pledged their support to the movement, did 
so after listening to the story of the al- 
liance told by the Rev. Dr. Walter B. Bent- 
ley, rector of the Church of the Holy Sepul. 
cher and general secretary of the alliance, 
He explained for the first time how the al- 
liance has planned to “‘knock out’’ the im- 
moral plays in America. 

A committee of clergymen has been ap- 
pointed, he said, to visit the various plays 
and to ascertain which are fit for the re- 
ligious men and women to see and hear, 
and for the children to know about. That 
committee, he said, includes several of the 
foremost clergymen in New York. 

The information collected by those men 
will be sent to pastors of the churches in 
every city in the country and those men, 
with sympathetic, influential members of 
their congregations, will work quietly 
among ‘t e people and induce them not to 
patronize the plays. 

A similar course will be pursued with 
plays that are found worthy and elevatin 
the ministers and laymen askin the 
friends to attend. It is honed, c. said, 
that in a few years a complete reform of 
the stage in America may be brought about. 

Dr. Bentley declared that the stage is a 
means by which many existing evils might 
be remedied, but he declared it to be under 
the present conditions degrading and de- 
moralizing.
